And 
ro give the better opportunity to: himſelfe , and 
other dangerous perſons to reſort thither, which 
could haye no other end bat ro encline His Maje- 
ſty totake Arms againſt his Farhament and good 
Subjets, 2nd miferably.to embroyle this King- 
dome incivill Wars. 

About which time Captaine Leeg (a man for- 
merly imploied in the practiſe of bringing up 
the armie againft the Parliament ) had dire&ion 
by Warrant produced by him, under the Kings 
hand and ſigne Manuall, toenter K jngſtone up= 
on Hull, and to draw thither ſuch of the Trai- 
ned Bands as he ſhould rhinke fir.

ſties Royall perſon, then in his parliament)

Majcſtie to give himleave ro ſend to rhe: Pariia- 
ment, to acquaint them with His Mjc{ties com- 
mands,and to rece: ve their directions t.creupon, 
which he would doe with all expedition, Which |

(In the meane while hindring him of all meanes, 
ot intelligence with che Parhzament: } For his Ma- 
jefty immediately cauſed al paſſages ro be ſtopped 
berween him and them : and'in purſuance of the 
ſame,one of his ſervants, who was ſent by him 
with Letters to the Par/zament, to informe them 
of the truth of thoſe proceedings, was apprehen- 
ded, his Letters taken fr:iam him, and his perſon 
derained, whereby ( contrary to rhe common li- 
berry of eyery ſubject) he was nor onely deprived 
of means to clear himſelf of thar heavy acuſarion, 
bur of all wayes of intercourſe, eirher to receive 
diretions from them thar truſted him, or to 
inform-:;-hem wharhad happened. 

The Lords and Commons finding rhe ſaid pro- 
ceedings tobea high violation of the priviledges 
of Parliament ,' of which his Majeſty had in ſeve- 
rali M: fages expreſſed himſeife co bee ſo render; 
a great infringement to the liberry of rhe ſubject, 
and rhe Law of che Land , which His Majeſty 


had fo often larely profeſſed ſhould he rhe rule ro. 


governeby, and tending t9 rhe endangering of 
His Majeities perſon, and the Kingdomes peace; 
Thought fir, as well for the vindication of their 
owne Rights and priviledges, the indemnity. of 
char worthy perſon imployed by them, as for rhe 
cleering of their owne proceedings, ro publiſh 
theſe enſuing Votes, which were made upon a 
former relation that came from the King.
